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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 14-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not.show or teach a watercraft or a river boat having a hull with a bow 
portion; port and starboard side guiding elements on an underside of the hull in the bow portion, 
each guiding element shaped as a vertical, forwardly-tapering wedge and having a recess; a 
portion of the hull between the two guiding elements being shaped as a horizontal wedge; and 
propulsion units pivotably mounted in the recesses of the guiding elements, wherein at least one 
propulsion unit is set back from each of the port and starboard side guiding elements.
